“We’re going to have a real hotel 
here within a few weeks,’’ said A. T. 
Hesse the other day as he was mak¬ 
ing an inspection of the building now ! 
nearing completion. "We have not 
yet arranged to lease any portion of 
the building, although we have sev¬ 
eral applications. Mr. Stockwell is. 
handling that pari of the business 
since he bought out Putnam’s inter¬ 
est in the property. 

“We may decide to furnish the ho¬ 
tel quarters and operate it our¬ 
selves,’’ he continued. “I was in the 
hotel business myself for a good 
many years before I got into con¬ 
tracting and building finance busi¬ 
ness. If we do not make a satis¬ 
factory deal otherwise that is proba¬ 
bly what we will do.” 

V. E. Stockwell, who bought the 
interest of N. M. Putnam, has of¬ 
fices in the Grant building with Mr. 
Hesse. He specializes in hotel and 
apartment house property. Putnam 
owned the lot but is said to have 
failed to come through with any 
cash for the cost of the building, 
and to this is attributed the delay 
of a year in ts completon. 

The completed building will be a 
most substantial addition to the bus¬ 
iness section of Sierra Madre. It at¬ 
tracts much favorable comment from 
new comers as well as citizens who 
are relieved to see some good clothes 
on the skeleton which stood idle so 
long. 

Through business connections with 
various hotels in Los Angeles, Mr. 
Stockwell expects to be able to send 
a good deal of business to the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Hotel as soon as it opens. 


The city of Sierra Madre has a! 
right to pass such an ordinance aa 
the city’s zoning ordinance, in the 
opinion of Judge HtTtley before 
whom the application for a tem¬ 
porary injunction against enforce¬ 
ment of the ordinance was argued j 
Monday. The court sustained the de¬ 
murrer of the attorneys for the city 
against the complaint of attorneys 
for the Mountain Glen Sanitarium. 

The decision gives the city another 
round of what has so far been a 
sparring match between attorneys 
for the opposing sides. The plain¬ 
tiffs have ten days in which to file 
another amended complaint. 

Attorney F. R. D. Moote appeared 
for the sanitorium company and the 
city was represented by City At¬ 
torney Frederick Baker and Attor¬ 
neys E. E. Bacon and Robert Mitch¬ 
ell. 

While not deciding the case on its 
merits, the opinion expressed by 
Judge Shaw is regarded by adherents 
of the zoning principle as important, 
as indicating that the zoning ordin¬ 
ance is at least on a solid foundation. 

The only grounds on which he 
thought a restraining order might 
be granted would be a showing that 
the ordinance was unjust or illegal 
in its particular application to the 
sanitarium concerned. This, the 
court said, had not been shown.

<?f Sierra Mad re, was sentenced to 
pay a fine of $50 or spend twenty- 
five days in jail, by judge Horlock 
6n Thursday afternoon. 

Dr. Miller, through his attorney, 
gave, notice of appeal, and was re¬ 
leased on his own cognizance. A. 
Praeger represented the defendant, 
while City Attorney Walter Dunn 
represented the city. 

Testimony for the city was given 
by Marshall Topping, Motorcycle 
Officer Cayer, and Charles Hawk, j 
who resides within a short distance 
of the dog kennel belonging to Dr. 1 
Miller. Their testimony showed that 
a number of dogs were kept on the 
premises, . constituting a nuisance, 
and that it was located in a closely 
'built up residential district. 

The defense based its plea on the 
fact- that it was not shown that the 
dogs were kept for show or commer¬ 
cial purposes, and that the city ordi¬ 
nance that prohibited the keeping of 
a kennel, or dogs for breeding and 
selling was unreasonable, in as much 
as any box might be a kennel,' mak¬ 
ing every one in Arcadia guilty of 
breaking the ordinance if they so j 


C OMPILING a code of ethics appears to be the most interesting 
diversion to which an enterprising organization worker can 
turn. It is a useful exercise. Undoubtedly it does the compiler 

good. Even a casual reading of the average code is good for the 
reader. If by chance it stimulates him to further reading and 
thought it is well worth while. It may not make him over but it 
tends to change self-centered notions. If he only carries the logic 
of a good code of ethics far enough he may see the Golden Rule 
is the foundation of the whole thing anyway. 

The United States Chamber of Commerce offers a code of busi¬ 
ness ethics that is worth study as coming from a prosaic business 
body. And while it is written more particularly for large-scale 
business, the little fellow can apply its fundamentals: 

1. The foundation of business is confidence, which springs from 
integrity, fairdealing, efficient service, and mutual benefit. 

2. The reward of business for service rendered is a fair profit 
plus a safe reserve commensurate with risks involved and foresight 
exercised. 

3. Equitable consideration is due in business alike to capital, 
management, employees, and the public. 

4. Knowledge through the specific and unceasing study of facts 
and forces affecting a business enterprise are essentials to a lasting 
success and to efficient public service. 

5. Permanency and continuity of service are basic aims of 
business that knowledge gained may be fully utilized, confidence 
established, and efficiency increased. 

6. Obligations to itself and society prompt business unceas¬ 
ingly to strive toward continuity of operation, bettering condition of 
employment and increasing efficiency and opportunity of individual 
employees. 

7. Contracts and undertakings, written and oral, are to be per¬ 
formed in letter and spirit. Changed conditions do not justify their 
cancellation without mutual consent. 

8. Representation of goods and service should be truthfully 
made and scrupulously fulfilled. 

9. Waste in any form of capital, labor, service, materials or 
natural resources is intolerable and constant effort will he made 
toward its elimination. 

10. Excesses of every nature, inflation of credit, overexpansion, 
overbuying, or overstimulation, which create artificial conditions and 
produce crisis or depression are condemned. 

11. Unfair competition embracing all acts characterized by 
bad faith, deception, fraud or oppression, including commercial 
bribery, is wasteful, despicable and a public wrong. 

12. Controversies will, where possible, be adjusted by voluntary 
agreement or impartial arbitration. 

13. Corporate forms do not absolve from or alter moral obliga¬ 
tion of individuals. 

14. Lawful cooperation among business men and in useful busi¬ 
ness organizations in support of these principles of business conduct 
is commended. 

15. Business should render restrictive legislation unnecessary 
through so conducting itself as to deserve and inspire public con¬ 
fidence.
